cutting; off her ſelf and Siſter too, from the In- 
heritance, was mightily afflicted at this News, 
being ( as I have Taid) a Woman of a very 
havghty and Imperious Temper; and cou'd 
not forbear;publickly to ſhew her Reſentment « 
But her Husband, finding on a ſudden all his 
great ExpeRtations come to nothing, and that 
this Heir won'd deprive him of the Inheritance,

— And then pretending, for the Secu- 
rity of their Religion and Liberties, to aſfliſt 
them againſt theſe Encroachments, which were 
occaſion'd by ſome Evil Servants of his Father's 
which ought to be removed, he raiſes the Poſſe 
Comitatus of the County where. he liv'd,-and 
having got ſeveral of the Tenants to joyn 
with him, comes upon the Eſtate, turns my 
Mafter, his Lady and Son, ont of Doors, and 
Teizes on all that was Valuable there, commit- 
Ing ſo great a Ravage and Havock upon the 
Eftate, that a hundred years will hardly make 
. good again; turning all his 'Servants out of 
Noors, having firſt .Stript chem of what they 
-had, except ſach as were in his Intereſt, for 
. the only Crime of being Faithful to our Maſter. 
Whoſe Diſconſolate Circumſtances, now 1n his 
Old Age, troubles me more than my own. 


He has indeed one Friend, at the Expence

priv'd of that whch is the Relief of the moſt 
Miſerable, 1 mean Hope, ( which as I ſaid) in 
our preſent Circumſtances 15 become hopeleſs. 


This is indeed a Melancholly Story; ſaid ano- 
ther of the Paſſengers that ſat by'him ; but ſure 
there muſt be ſomething more in' it - Why 


ſhou'd the Son turn his Father-in-Law out of 


Doors, and raiſe the Pofſe Comitatus without 
any Provocatioh ? What fignify'd the cutting 
down of a few Trees? That cou'd be no great 
matter : Beſides, they were his own, and who 
cou'd hinder him ? 


To this Mr. Melancholly reply'd, You mil-

upon it, 


But the Gentry and: ſeveral of the Freehol- 
ders of the County, being now beyond all 
Doubt aſſur'd of the Impoſture, were cxtream- 
ly troubled at the Daringneſs of this Wicked
